The  Lucia  Bride  ceremony  is  a  meaningful  part  of 
the  CLC  community's  Christmas  celebration. 
Through  that  we  are  reminded  of  God's  concern  for 
the  poor  and  the  ways  we  can  be  instruments  of 
Christ's  love  to  those  who  suffer  spiritual  and  phys- 
ical poverty.  Ms.  Nancy  Bullard,  last  year's  Lucia 
Bride  began  the  1981  ceremony  by  retelling  the 
legend  of  St.  Lucia.  St.  Lucia  was  an  Italian  woman 
who  is  remembered  for  her  dedication  to  the  caring 
of  God's  poor.  Her  memory  has  been  preserved 
through  the  St.  Lucia  Christmas  ceremony  which 
was  adopted  by  the  Swedish  in  remembrance  of  a 
woman  like  St.  Lucia  who  distributed  food  in  Swe- 
den amidst  a  terrible  famine.  Every  Christmas,  the 
CLC  community  also  distributes  their  resources  to 


the  famined  parts  of  the  world  by  embracing  an 
area  of  particular  unrest  as  the  focus  for  a  special 
offering.  This  year,  the  offering  went  to  the  Ethio- 
pian refugees  who  fled  their  homes  to  live  in  the 
Somalian  refugee  camps.  The  Christmas  festivities 
also  included  an  examination  of  the  continued  nu- 
clear arms  build-up  as  it  relates  to  the  Christmas  of 
"peace  on  earth".  At  the  end  of  the  ceremony,  each 
person  in  the  audience  held  a  lit  candle  as  a  symbol 
of  the  light  of  Christ  which  empowers  each  person 
to  be  an  instrument  of  peace  in  our  world.

New  ideas,  new  foods,  and  new  places,  not 
mention  a  new  language,  were  all  part  of 
our  Interim  in  France.  From  Moliere  com- 
edy to  modern  French  film,  from  Notre 
Dame  to  Centre  Georges  Pompidou,  Paris 
was  infinitely  varied.  For  the  French,  chil- 
dren playing  at  the  local  chateau  or  going  to 
high  mass  at  Chartres  is  taken  as  much  for 
granted  as  Chinon's  nuclear  power  plant  or 
watching  "Dallas"  on  Saturday  night.  Liv- 
ing with  families  in  Saumur  for  two  weeks 
gave  us  this  personal  contact  with  French 
culture;  and  just  going  to  school  or  the  su- 
permarket became  a  cultural  experience. 
But  after  culture  shock  came  the  discovery 
that  the  two  peoples  are  not  that  unlike 
afterall  and  that  we  can  share  our  similari- 
ties and  learn  from  our  differences.

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Suitcase,  traveler's  cheques,  passport,  and 
camera  in  hand,  Dr.  Asper,  Professor  Han- 
son, and  eight  of  us  eager  CLC  students 
spent  January  exploring  Spain,  Portugal, 
and  Morocco.  Prior  to  traveling  to  these 
three  countries,  castles,  cathedrals.  Catho- 
lic Shrines,  Roman  ruins,  Moorist  archi- 
tecture, the  Straits  of  Gibralter,  and  Cas- 
bahs  were  things  we  had  only  encountered 
through  our  reading.  Much  of  Spain  con- 
sists of  sprawling  olive  tree  orchards,  im- 
pressive cathedrals,  picturesque  small 
towns,  and  bustling  cities.  Like  the  Span- 
iards, a  continental  breakfast,  paella, 
cruz  campo  cerveza,  a  siesta,  an  evening 
walk  followed  by  a  9:30  PM  dinner  became 
a  way  of  life  for  us.  In  portugal  we  toured 
the  city  of  Lisbon,  Fatima  (a  Catholic 
shrine  where  three  girls  saw  the  image  of 
the  Virgin  Mary)  and  an  eerie  chapel  con- 
structed with  the  bones  of  dead  monks.  In 
the  fishing  village  of  Nazare  we  watched 
the  colorful  fishing  boats  go  out  to  sea  at 
dawn.  Morocco  is  an  Islamic  nation  where 
the  French  colonial  legacy  remains  strong. 
It  was  not  uncommon  to  see  jeans  and 
tennis  shoes  worn  underneath  jellabas 
(traditional  hooded  robes).  While  strolling 


through  the  souk  (marketplace)  we  were  easily  iden- 
tified as  tourists  which  made  us  fair  prey  to  zealous 
guides  and  enterprizing  shopkeepers.  We  were  ex- 
tremely fortunate  to  be  entertained  in  Moroccan 
homes  for  several  sumptuous  and  traditional  meals. 
Along  with  a  myriad  of  photos  and  perhaps  an  over- 
abundance of  souveniers,  we  returned  to  the  states 
with  lifelong  memories.

James  Esmay,  set  off  for  an 
economic  tour  of  South  Af- 
rica. The  trip,  which  in- 
cluded two  days  in  Madrid, 
Spain,  three  days  in  Zim- 
babwe and  two  days  in 
Swaziland  was  an  enlight- 
ening experience  for  me.

America  and  the  South  Seas.  The  following  excerpts 
were  taken  from  postcards  sent  home: 
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Carolyn  Tynan  "It  is  like  Mr.  Toad's  wild 
ride.  I  have  never  driven  through  water  falls 
before  . . .  Yesterday  it  rained  18  hours 
straight,  I  did  not  care,  my  feet  were  warm 
and  Cuzco's  a  magic  place.  I  climbed  Huaynu 
Picchu  alone  and  it  was  great  to  feel  so  close 
to  such  a  sacred  place.  Some  of  us  climbed 
the  Inca  trail  to  the  summit.

The  Regals  track  and  field  team  had  both  a  large 
roster  and  an  impressive  year.  Coach  Scott  Rich  in- 
spired 23  women  to  compete  for  Cal  Lutheran's  hon- 
or, and  together  he  and  his  team  were  able  to  do  such 
things  as:  Easily  win  a  triangular  meet  (76)  against 
Azusa  Pacific  (46)  and  U.C.  San  Diego  (33),  February 
20,  1982.  Squeak  out  a  cliffhanger  at  the  Regal  Re- 
lays, beating  second  place  Azusa  Pacific  by  one  point, 
March  13,  1982.  Trounce  all  6  opposing  teams  at  the 
Westmont  Warrior  Relays,  scoring  82  points  to  Azu- 
sa's  68  and  La  Verne's  26.  Beth  Rockliffe  qualified 
for  and  attended  the  AIAW  Nationals  held  in 
Bloomsburg,  Pennsylvania.  Though  a  heavy  favorite 
to  win  in  both  the  javelin  and  heptathalon  competi- 
tion, heavy  rain  and  wind  held  her  to  a  third  in  the 
javelin  (129'  4")  and  second  in  the  heptathalon  (4853 
points).  Rockliffe  earned  All-American  honors  in 
both  events.

The  Bread  for  the  World 
group  is  one  of  the 
Mission  Groups  offered 
by  the  Lord  of  Life 
Church  at  CLC,  and  it  is 
affiliated  informally  with 
the  national  Christians 
citiaens'  movement  in 
the  U.S.A.  which  if 
known  by  the  same 
name.  The  focus  is  three- 
fold: 1)  Worship  through 
prayer  and  Bible  study, 
2)  Study  of  the  root 
causes  of  hunger, 
potential  solutions  to 
these  causes,  and 
personal  responses  which 
correspond  approprietely 
in  four  areas:  knowledge, 
lifestyle,  church  life,  and 
politics,  3)  Action  against 
hunger-this  takes  place 
through  fundraising 
efforts  and  the  education 
of  and  organization  of 
hunger-relief  efforts. 
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The  International  Student  Club,  this  year,  has  hosted 
two  educational  and  intercultural  festivities:  an  inter- 
national dinner,  one  of  the  most  successful  and  enter- 
taining functions  on  campus  during  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  and  a  dessert  with  program  in  March.  Two  special 
membership  programs,  open  to  the  public,  were  pro- 
vided, one  on  the  natural  history  and  things  to  see  in 
California,  the  other  on  the  Ogochi  Program  in  Japan 
and  its  relationship  to  the  Academic  Preparation  Pro- 
gram at  CLC.  Statistics  indicate  that  thirty-six  nations 
were  represented  on  campus  this  year  with  the  prepon- 
derance of  the  international  students  coming  from  Iran 
and  Japan.  Fifty-eight  of  the  ninety  students  studying 
on  campus  during  the  school  year  were  undergraduates 
with  twenty-six  being  freshmen.  In  addition  there  were 
seventeen  graduate  students  and  fifteen  special  stu- 
dents, most  of  whom  were  enrolled  in  language  pro- 
grams. This  total  includes  thirteen  persons  who  were 
U.S.  students  (or  who  may  choose  U.S.  citizenship  at 
age  twenty-one)  but  who  have  lived,  or  were  born,  else- 
where. During  the  fall  semester,  Mehbub  Shivji  from 
Tanzania  served  as  president  of  the  Club;  president  the 
second  semester  was  Tim  Tan,  Singapore.  Other  offi- 
cers during  the  spring  were  Marian  Lai,  Michelene  Mig- 
lis,  Anand  Nallathambi;  Margaret  Ndiforchu,  and  Han- 
ada  Nijim.  Membership  is  open  to  all  students  and 
everyone  is  welcome  to  join  us  in  the  fall.
